LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—The' 
Guinean Congo mission an- 
nounced Friday it has proposed 
to President Sekou Toure the 
withdrawal of Guinean troops 
from the United Nations Com- 
mand. 


Tibou Tounkara, chief of the 
mission, said the proposal was 
motivated by U.N. support of 
what he described as President 
Joseph Kasavubu's coup d'etat. 

Tounkara said he and Gen. 
Lansana Diane, commander of 
Guinean troops in the Congo, 
had sent a cable to Toure now 
on a visit in Communist China 
—- him to approve the pro- 


Tounkara said the withdrawal 
would be “temporary, subject to 
a change of United Nations 
policy.” 

Tounkara told a news con- 
ference “Guinea cannot be an 
accomplice to an action directed 
frican | against an African nation.” 

Guinea maintains a battalion 
of 750 men in the Congo's 
Equator Province. The batta- 
lion is powerfully armed with 
Soviet and Czech infantry sup- 
weapons and its Officer 
corps includes political commis- 
sars. 

The decision to withdraw the 
Guineans from the United Na- 
tions Command could set a 
dangerous precedent for other 
African nations wavering be- 
tween their African solidarity 
and their loyalty to the interna- 
tional body. 

Past experience has shown 
that even the moderate African 
Nations are ready to back the 
Lumumba Government in the 
name of the Congo’s unity. 

Tounkara denounced the Unit- 


ed Nations and accused ft blunt- 
ly of interference in the Congo's 
internal affairs on the side of 
one faction. 

He cited the closing of the air- 
ports and the radio takeover as 


an act of support for Kasayubu

Moscow Communique 

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev and 
Guinean Premier Sekou Toure 
Thursday joined in demanding 
the immediate evacuation of the 
Congo by “imperialist aggres- 
sors” and said their. views on 
the future of Africa and the 
world were absolutely identical. 

The declaration was contained 
in a joint commufiique signed 
by the two leaders at the con- 
clusion of their Moscow talks. 

Earlier, Toure and Soviet 
Trade Minister Nikolayi Patoli- 
chev had signed a long-term eco- 
nomic agreement in Kremlin 
ceremonies. No details of the 
agreement were announced. 

The communique said Toure 
would head his counrty’s del 
egation to the United Nations 
General Assembly session in 
New York beginning Sept. 20. 

The concord apparently 
achieved between Khrushchev 
and Toure was seen here as the 
first Soviet success in gaining 
support from an influential 
African leader for Russian poli- 
cy in the Congo. 

Toure’s decision to attend the 
U.N. General Assembly, along 
with Khrushchev and East Eu- 
ropean Communist leaders, in- 
dicates that he will speak up in 
support of Khrushchev on Afri- 


can questions.

A-Fallout 
Pollution 
Increasing 


Prof. Yoshio Hiyama of Tokyo 
University yesterday warned 
that contamination caused by 
radioactive fallout in food and 
human bodies has been increas- 
ing despite the suspension of un- 
clear weapons tests. by the Unit- 


ed States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union. 


Hiyama said that the daily 
per-capita take-in of strontium 
90 through food increased four 
times to 8.5 micro-microcuries 
this year from 2.3 micro-micro- 
curies in 1957. 


In Sendai, he said, the amount 
increased five-fold to 5.59 micro- 
microcuries from 1.72. 

He noted that the most con- 
spicuous increase in the daily 
take-in of strontium 90 was ob- 
served in Sapporo and Niigata 


and other areas facing the Ja- 
pan Sea. 


Prof. Hiyama also said that 
the amount of strontium 80 
found in human bones has also 
been increasing. 


The amount of strontium 90 
found in human bones has in- 
creased five times between 1957 
and 1960, he said. 


A similar warning was 
by Noboru Yamagata of the 
Public Health Bureau concern- 
ing the deposit of cesium 137 
in the soil and food, 


According to his survey, the 
amount of cesium 137 contained 
in barley increased four times 
to 146 cesium units in 1959 from 
34 cesium units in 1956, 


_ Similarly, the amount of 
cesium 137 contained in veget- 
ables, meat and cow milk rose, 
two to four times during the 
period under study. 


According to another survey 
conducted in Giryu, Gumma 
Prefecture, the amount of 
cesium 137 contained in the soil 
there increased 20 times to 82 
micro-microcuries per one 
square kilometer from four 
micro-microcuries in 1957. 


These findings obtained from 
surveys on more than 200 
kinds of food by Prof. Hiyama 
and Yamagata will be report- 
ed at the eighth session of the 
U.N. Scientific Committee on 
the Effect of Radiation on 
Human Health and Safety 
opening in Geneva Sept. 19.

Tight Little Show by Fukui 


As a counterpoint to the 
huge exhibitions in the Metro- 
politan Gallery, where the in- 
terminable miles are apt to 
lead to bewilderment rather 
than to enlightenment, it serves 
as a distinct treat to visit a 
tight little show, in a single gal- 
lery room, where one may sit 
down in the center and feel one- 


self enveloped by a single conti- 


nuity of impact. 

Do not sit down too soon, 
however, in viewing the 20- 
some small prints by Ryono- 
suke Fukui. These are works 
inviting,” and deserving, the 
closest scrutiny, even with a 
magnify glass if you like. It

If he does attend, and decides te 
make a speech, there has been some speculation as to 
whether he ought to speak first or agree to follow Mr. 
Khrushchev in addressing the Assembly. 


‘The Soviet Premier is due to arrive in New York on 
September 19 and the Assembly’s session to open on the 
following day. Nothing is known at present as to how 
long Mr. Khrushchev expects to stay in New York but one 


suggestion that has been made is that President Eisenhower 


should go before the Assembly after Mr. Khrushchev has 
left. The President has been mum on this matter; he has 
only said, it is reported, that there appeared to be definite 
reasons why he should attend the session this year but that 
he did not intend to be a party to any “propaganda show.” 

But a “propaganda show” is probably what Mr. 
Khrushchev and his confreres hope to put over on a big 
scale. They will have ample time during the voyage of 
the Baltika to formulate their plans. These will no doubt 
run on the basis of Mr. Khrushchev’s “Scrap all armaments” 
declaration and the pretense that the only real peaceseekers 
are the Communists. . 


Recent actions of the Communist powers in the inter- 
national political arena, however, will require a good deal 
of explaining before they can be considered as a prelude 
to “peace.” The actions of the Soviet Government with 

to the Congo are so provocative that these in them- 
selves are a direct discouragement to the adoption of early 
arms reduction proposals. President Eisenhower in com- 
menting at his press conference Wednesday on the Soviet 
action in supplying aircraft and other equipment to the 
Congo for what he described as military purposes was 
only giving voice to what many people feel is a deliberate 
attempt to secure a political hold for Russia in a strategic 
part of Africa. 

The recent actions of the Soviet Government in the 
international field all béar the singular mark of Communist 
expansionism and it will be in the tradition of his policy, 
since he deserted the Paris summit meeting, for Mr. 
Khrushchev to deliver before the U.N. General Assembly 
a speech covering all features of Communist policy as 
it affects other nations. 


We may expect to hear a lot about “imperialism” and 
“colonialism” and the usual tongue-in-thecheek protests 
against the free nations’ adoption of any defensive measures 
against outside aggression. To this will be added no doubt 
the contention that Soviet Russia is the “true friend” of 
the people of Africa or any other part of the world where 
social, economic and political changes are taking place. 


It our anticipation is correct, and the Soviet Premier 
the Assembly along these lines, no progress 
toward international harmony is to be expected. Indeed, 
the situation may be worsened. The most urgent need 
for the moment may be expressed in words actually used 
by President Eisenhower: “I urge the Soviet Union to 
desist from its unilateral activities and to lend its support 
instead to the practice of collective effort through the 
United Nations.” * 


Wholehearted acceptance of this principle by Moscow 
would be a beginning and from this starting point it might 
be possible to get the professed Communists to believe 
that the free nations they accuse of “imperialism” are 
genuinely working for the improvement of the status of 
all peoples—but by evolution not revolution.

“Econo- 
mic growth this year is sure 
to exceed 10 per cent, or even 
11 per cent.

The recent South Korean 
Government’s announcement of 
its decision to release all Japa- 
nese fishermen held in Pusan 
augurs well for future rela- 
tions between Japan and the 
Republic of Korea.

In this regard, the Ikeda 
Cabinet may turn out to be 
more pro- U.S. orientated, if any- 
thing can be that, than the Kishi 
Cabinet. In terms of defense 
agreement, the Ikeda Cabinet 
upholds the same Security 
Treaty. But in economic mat- 
ters such as trade liberalization 
and foreign investment, there 
can be shades of difference.

A hundred and 20 years ago, 
when science was in its infancy, 
its importance to the day-to-day 
life of the community was far 
from being widely understood. 
A group of Britons more far- 
seeing than their fellows found- 
ed the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science to 
spread a knowledge of scienti- 
fic discoveries among the popu- 
lation as a whole and to con- 
vince Governments of their im- 
portance. 


When it first began its work 
in 1831 it had to meet a great 
deal of ridicule from commenta- 
tors whose wit was sharper 
than their foresight. Today, the 
Association meets what is a 
veritable contemporary hunger 
for scientific information 
through a leéture system which 
supplies expert lecturers at any 
time to interested groups 
throughout the length and 
breadth of Britain. It also holds 
an annual conference which pro- 
vides a forum in which eminent 
British savants—and some for- 
eign colleagues—can discuss and 
relate discoveries in their va- 
rious fields to contemporary 
human problems and activities. 

Its proceedings, 
their very relevance to such pro- 
blems, are widely reported in 
the British press. Among the 
subjects on which papers have 
been read at this year’s con- 
ference, which is currently 
meeting at Cardiff in South 
Wales, are aims in science 
broadcasting, television’s impact 
on newspapers, the place of 
humanities in education, in- 
crease of water supplies by use 
of chemical films spread over 
water to reduce the rate of eva- 
poration, and the inadequacies 
of public opinion polls.
